STREET  DEPARTMENT. 


At  the  last  annual  meeting,  all  of  the  highway  money  was 
voted  away  for  certain  works  or  certain  purposes,  leaving 
nothing  for  the  repair  of  country  roads,  the  cleaning  up  of  the 
streets,  the  use  of  the  watering  carts,  snow  plows,  or  the  taking 
up  of  ashes  or  rubbish,  which,  in  the ' opinion  of  the  street 
department  and  many  of  the  town’s  best  citizens,  are  the  real 
things  that  ought  to  be  cared  for  in  order  to  keep  Fairhaven  in 
the  column  where  she  has  been  for  many  years,  with  the 
reputation  of  being  one  of  the  cleanest  and  well-kept  towns  in 
all  New  England. 

The  vote  of  $2,000.00  to  be  appropriated  from  the  highways 
for  grading  and  blowing  the  ledge  and  macadamizing  that  por- 
tion of  South  Pleasant  street  between  Farm  field  Lane  and 
Cedar  street,  was  a useless  extravagance  of  public  moneys — 
blowing  a ledge  and  building  a street  800  feet  long  where 
there  is  not  a house  on  the  whole  length  of  the  street,  and 
enhancing  the  value  of  private  property  at  public  expense. 

Tlie  street  department  saw  at  a glance  that  those  things 
could  not  be  carried  out  successfully ; the  law  provides  for  and 
requires  the  repair  of  its  public  highways,  for  which  no  allow- 
ance was  made  in  that  town  meeting. 

Then  the  state  inspector  of  boilers  inspected  the  steam 
boiler  at  the  crusher  and  condemned  it.  We  then  found  it 
necessary,  before  proceeding  to  do  any  work,  to  get  prices  on  a 
new  boiler,  and  the  bid  was  awarded  to  the  Ames  Company  of 
Oswego,  N.  Y.,  they  being  the  lowest  bidder  by  about  $200.00. 
No  appropriation  was  available  for  this  boiler,  and  so  it  had 
to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  highway  money. 

The  streets  of  the  town  have  been  as  well  cared  for  as  they 


possibly  could  be  under  those  circumstances,  and  the  character 
and  dignity  of  the  town  for  its  cleanliness  in  the  street  depart- 
ment has  been  maintained  and  the  vote  of  the  town  carried  out 
as  nearly  as  could  be  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  people.

TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


No  appropriation  has  been  made  for  several  years  for  the 
care  of  our  shade  trees. 

We  need  at  the  present  a more  powerful  machine  in  order 
to  reach  the  tops  of  our  large  trees.  A machine  such  as  is 
used  by  the  state  commission  costs  about  $1,000.  You  will 
also  need  at  least  $600  for  supplies  and  labor.  The  above 
amounts  would  hardly  do  the  work  required  if  the  trees  are  to 
liave  proper  supervision. 

I have  taken  care  of  the  trees  as  best  I could  under  the 
circumstances  for  nearly  twenty  years,  and  I wish  to  publicly 
thank  all  the  citizens  who  have  supported  me  in  the  past.  In 
retiring  from  this  office,  I hope  tlie  town  will  elect  someone 
who  ■will  continue  the  same  interest  that  I have  tried  to  show 
during  all  those  years.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen — The  J3oard  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present 
their  report  for  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  nine  bell  alarms  and  four  still 
alarms.  The  total  loss  by  fire  is  estimated  to  be  about 
$5,000.00.  Very  little  repairing  has  been  done  to  the  engine 
houses  the  past  year. 

Hose  1 of  Oxford  had  a collision  with  the  Oxford  car  while 
going  to  the  fire  on  Nov.  15,  and  was  considerably  damaged, 
the  men  thrown  out,  and  the  driver,  Eugene  W.  Miller,  quite 
seriously  hurt.  Repairs  were  made  to  the  carriage  at  a cost 
of  $73.00.  At  the  fire  of  March  3,  a small  shanty  at  the  north 
end  of  the  town  was  destroyed,  and  Pldward  Monty  was 
burned  to  death. 

Several  of  the  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  equipped  with 
glass  fronts,  which  we  hope  will  give  better  satisfaction.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  year  we  may  be  able  to  replace  some  of  the 
old  wire  with  new,  and  thereby  improve  the  service.

REPORT  OF  THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Foirhaveji: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  present 
their  annual  report  for  the  year  1908. 

During  the  year  some  nine  hundred  feet  of  sewer  were 
constructed  on  Main  street  north  of  Huttlestone  avenue.  Four 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  Fort  street,  both  of  which  were 
gravity  sewer.  About  four  hundred  and  ninety  feet  on  Wash- 
ington street,  addition  to  the  Shone  system. 

Tliere  have  been  twenty-six  house  connections  made  on  the 
gravity  and  Shone  systems.  In  the  Pease  district  most  of  the 
abutters  have  been  connected  with  the  sewer. 

The  sewers  have  given  general  satisfaction  in  the  greater 
part  of  tlie  town,  with  the  exception  of  the  Pease  district. 
Quite  a number  of  complaints  have  been  made  to  the  board 
from  the  abutters  or  owners  of  property,  and  not  without 
cause.  Cellars  have  been  flooded  during  most  of  the  rainy 
season,  causing  much  discomfort  to  the  residents  in  this 
district. 

No  relief  can  be  given  until  more  power  is  provided ; in 
stormy  weather  it  is  impossible  to  maintain  an  average  of  15 
lbs.  air  pressure  at  the  power  house  with  both  engines  working, 
the  larger  one  doing  twice  the  work  for  which  it  was  designed. 
Owing  to  the  distance  which  the  air  is  carried  to  the  Bridge 
Street  ejector  the  pressure  is  2 lbs.  per  square  inch  less  at 
this  point,  leaving  but  13  lbs.  for  actual  work;  this  is  not 
enough.  The  ejectors  are  only  half  tlie  capacity  of  the  other 
stations,  and  having  the  most  work  to  do,  with  the  lowest 
pressure,  will  not  work  fast  enough  to  take  care  of  the  water 
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and  sewerage.  We  have  had  no  seriohs  breakdowns;  quite  a 
number  of  minor  ones,  wliich  sliow  that  the  limit  is  passed  for 
the  equipment  as  now  installed. 

The  main  engine  was  rebuilt  during  the  past  summer,  and  at 
the  present  time  is  in  first  class  order,  doing  more  work  than 
ever.  Other  repairs  made  at  the  Station  have  been  called  for  by 
the  new  inspection  laws  relating  to  power  plants  and  boilers. 

The  consumption  of  coal  during  1907  was  one  hundred 
seventy-seven  and  one-half  tons;  1908  coal,  two  hundred 
eighty  tons,  an  increase  of  over  one  hundred  tons,  which  shows 
the  increased  work  which  is  now  being  done. 

Tlie  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  town  must  make  some 
provision  for  more  power.  It  would  not  be  good  policy  to  at- 
tempt to  go  through  another  winter  season  witliout  making 
such  addition.  You  may  possibly  go  through,  but  it  would  be 
gambling,  with  the  present  equipment. 

Another  matter  wliich  the  board  would  call  the  attention  of 
the  voters  to  is  the  conductor  pipes  of  some  dwellings,  which 
are  connected  witli  the  Shone  system  of  sewers.  These  should 
all  be  discontinued  by  vote  of  the  town,  which  gave  the  per- 
mission to  connect.  It  is  not  necessary,  as  claimed,  that  they 
should  be  connected  to  supply  the  traps  with  water  wasted  by 
evaporation. 

The  board  would  suggest  that  the  town  appropriate  for 
maintenance  for  1909,  $3500.00  (three  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars)  as  there  are  several  bills  now  due  from  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven  : 

The  Board  of  Health  respeetfully  submits  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  1908. 

The  Board  organized  in  March,  1908,  with  the  choice  of 
Charles  P.  Max  field  as  chairman,  Dr.  William  L.  Peters  as 
secretary,  and  Dr.  William  H.  Thayer  as  medical  inspector. 

There  have  been  reported  to  the  board  by  physicians  during 
the  last  12  months  52  cases  of  contagious  and  infectious  dis- 
eases, viz. : 

8 scarlet  fever. 

35  measles. 

2 diphtheria. 

2 typhoid  fever. 

2 chicken  pox. 

2 varricella. 

1 spinal  meningitis. 

This  shows  the  physicians  have  reported  their  cases  more 
promptly  than  last  year. 

The  board  would  respecfully  request  of  all  physicians  prac- 
ticing in  the  town  that  they  make  a report  promptly  to  them, 
in  accordance  with  the  law,  of  all  cases  of  contagious  and  in- 
fectious diseases.  Cards  for  this  purpose  are  supplied  by  the 
board. 

The  board  received  many  complaints  of  unsanitary  conditions, 
existing  in  town.  Upon  notice  to  the  owners  of  such  property 
the  nuisances  were  abated. 

There  have  been  inspected  by  William  H.  Staples,  inspector 
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of  slaughtered  animals,  who  was  appointed  by  the  board,  as  the 
law  directs,  166  slaughtered  animals,  viz.  : 

163  swine. 

2 beef. 

1 calf. 

All  the  slaughter  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a sanitary  con- 
dition, and  no  animals  unfit  for  food  were  sold,  within  our 
knowledge. 

The  board  still  recommends  that  no  license  be  granted  to 
any  person  or  place  where  the  Jews  can  slaughter  under  the 
license  of  others. 

No  cases  of  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  have  been  found 
within  our  jurisdiction  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  310  permits  or  licenses  granted  this  year 
to  persons  who  desired  to  take  clams  or  quahogs  from  polluted 
waters  of  the  town  and  use  same  for  bait  only.  Because  of 
non-compliance  with  the  law  under  which  the  permit  was 
granted  four  of  these  permits  or  licenses  were  revoked.  Two 
licenses  that  were  revoked  last  year  have  been  reinstated  this 
year,  in  compliance  of  law. 

Two  applications  for  plumbers’  licenses  were  granted  the 
past  year. 

Notices  in  regard  to  expectorating  upon  the  sidewalks  and 
in  public  places  were  posted,  and  were  generally  observed.  No 
complaint  in  regard  to  this  matter  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  board. 

The  board  recommends,  as  before,  that  the  town  license 
some  responsible  person  to  collect  swill  and  garbage,  at  least 
twice  a week,  from  the  residences  of  those  who  make  applica- 
tion to  him.  Water-tight  cans  with  covers  should  be  used  in 
removing  said  garbage. 

As  the  Improvement  Association  are  interested  in  this  mat- 
ter, we  would  advise  that  they  combine  their  eftbrts  with  those 
of  the  board  of  health,  so  that  the  conditions  may  be  made  as 
sanitary  as  possible. 
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The  board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  a 
a very  important  notice  (Chap.  80,  Sec.  78,  of  the  Public 
Statutes);  when  a householder  knows  that  a person  within  his 
family  is  sick  with  smallpox  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to 
the  public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  se- 
lectmen or  board  of  health  of  the  town  in  which  he  dwells.  If 
he  refuses  or  neglects  to  give  such  notice  he  shall  forfeit  a sum 
not  exceeding  $100  (one  hundred  dollars). 

During  the  year  the  board  had  1,000  copies  of  this  law 
printed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  to  be  distributed  by  the  school  teachers  to  each  pupil 
of  all  the  various  schools. 

We  want  to  impress  upon  the  citizens  of  the  town  the  great 
importance  of  this  statute,  as  the  secretary  of  the  board  has  to 
notify  immediately  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  public 
library  officials  and  the  state  authorities.

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REPORT  OF  CATTLE  INSPECTOR. 


New  Bedford,  Mass.,  January  1st,  1909. 

To  the  Honorahle  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  of  Fairhaven  : 
Gentlemen  : I most  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the 

year  ending  on  the  above  date. 

In  visiting  the  stock  owners’  premises  on  my  recent  annual 
inspection  I have  been  very  much  pleased  to  notice  that  many 
changes  suggested  by  me  last  year  have  been  carried  out,  and 
a great  change  has  taken  place  in  many  places  for  the  better  in 
regards  to  the  manner  in  which  the  milk  supply  is  handled  and 
cared  for;  also  in  the  light,  ventilation  and  cleanliness  of  the 
abodes  of  the  cattle.  The  number  of  herds  inspected  was  83  ; 
number  of  cattle,  613;  number  of  swine,  155;  stables  well 
lighted,  49  ; well  ventilated,  70;  kept  clean,  62. 

I have  condemned  and  caused  to  be  rendered  or  buried  3 
tuberculous  cows  and  one  tuberculous  pig,  not  quite  one-third 
as  many  as  last  year, . which  speaks  for  itself.  Of  course, 
many  changes  for  the  better  are  needed  in  some  places,  and 
some  in  nearly  all  places,  which,  when  the  public  or  milk  con- 
sumers will  become  interested,  and  visit  the  source  of  their 
milk  supply,  can  be  remedied  in  a very  great  degree.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DEC.  31,  1908. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  MiUicent  Library  : 

I have  the  honor  of  presenting  tlie  librarian’s  report  for 
1908: 


Growth 

The  additions  for  the  year  number  1,136  volumes,  at  a cost 
ot  $1,268  ; 177  volumes  were  withdrawn,  leaving  a net  gain  of 
959,  which  brings  the  net  total  up  to  19,332  volumes.  Of 
these  1,136  volumes  636  were  new  titles,  100  were  additional 
volumes,  making  736  of  new  matter,  and  the  remaining  400 
volumes  were  additional  copies;  471  volumes  were  fiction,  159 
literature,  90  travel,  82  useful  arts,  72  fine  arts,  60  sociology, 
53  biography,  37  history,  38  science,  20  language,  etc.  The 
books  added  to  the  junior  or  children’s  collection  numbered  332, 
of  which  94  were  new  titles. 

A list  of  about  one  hundred  periodicals  and  newspapers 
amounting  to  $286  is  subscribed  for.  Of  the  more  popular, 
from  two  to  four  copies  are  taken. 

As  was  shown  in  the  report  for  1907  the  equivalent  of  $45,- 
000  to  $50,000  worth  of  reading  matter  is  furnished  the  read- 
ers each  year ; yet  large  as  this  sum  is,  the  library  ofiers  much 
more. 

The  coming  year  I hope  a collection  of  popular  music  scores 
may  be  begun,  and  a larger  use  of  the  more  classical  music 
already  on  the  shelves  encouraged.

Binding 

A thousand  volumes  in  poor  condition  have  been  carefully 
examined;  177  were  rejected,  531  rebound  at  a cost  of  $208, 
and  the  remainder  repaired  in  the  building  by  the  regular 
staff.  ^ 

Registration 

Four  hundred  and  seventy  persons  received  borrowers’ 
cards;  adult  residents  of  Fairhaven  126,  of  school  age  187, 
residents  of  New  Bedford  21  and  of  other  places  136.  These 
names  bring  the  total  registration  since  May,  1902,  to  3,787, 
and  as  nearly  seven  years  have  passed  since  that  general  regis- 
tration 1 recommend  that  during  the  spring  new  cards  be 
issued  to  all  users  of  the  library. 

Home  Use 

The  number  of  hound  boohs  issued  was  39,811  volumes,  and 
of  current  periodicals  7104,  making  a total  of  46,915,  not  in- 
cluding 534  issues  from  the  duplicate  collection. 

This  duplicate  collection,  opened  in  March,  has  contained 
35  copies  of  18. of  the  most  popular  novels.  The  total  of  35 
volumes  cost  $35,  and  for  their  use,  at  Ic.  a day  $26.27  have 
been  collected.  Twenty-one  of  these  books,  having  passed  in 
favor,  have  been  transferred  to  the  regular  collection,  leaving 
14  volumes  now  in  use. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty- one  volumes  were  issued  during 
the  spring  at  the  Oxford  school,  and  much  use  made  of  collec- 
tions placed  in  the  New  Boston  school. 

Tiie  Building 

The  building  repairs  have  been  many.  The  roof  of  the 
trustees’  room  has  been  coppered  in  the  valley ; the  interior 
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walls  re-decorated,  and  tlie  brick  work  of  the  boiler  thoroughly 
rebuilt  and  the  grates  replaced.  The  lawn  was  turned  over 
and  re-seeded  in  the  fall. 


Personal 

In  October  Mr.  G.  W.  Stevens,  a trustee  from  the  founding 
of  the  organization,  removed  to  Ashland,  Oregon,  and  on  Feb. 
6, 1909,  Mr.  George  B.  Luther  was  elected  his  successor. 

The  library  has  been  represented  at  all  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Massachusetts  Library  Club,  and  of  the  Cape  Cod  Clul)  by 
some  member  of  the  staff,  and  the  librarian  has  been  re-elected 
to  executive  offices  in  both  clubs. 

For  the  interest  of  the  trustees  in  the  broadest  usefulness  of 
the  library,  and  for  their  wise  and  willing  direction  of  its 
work,  the  staff  is,  and  the  public  in  general  should  be,  very 
grateful.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven  : 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  cus- 
tomary financial  and  statistical  facts,  together  with  a brief  re- 
port relating  to  the  organization  and  progress  of  the  Fair- 
haven  schools. 

For  the  first  time  in  a number  of  years  it  is  possible  to  re- 
port that  there  has  been  reasonably  adequate  school  accommo- 
dations for  the  pupils  enrolled  during  the  last  fall  term.  This 
condition,  as  is  well  known,  resulted  from  the  opening  of  pri- 
vate schools  at  the  center  and  at  the  north  part  of  the  town. 
There  were  twenty-six  fewer  pupils  enrolled  at  the  Oxford 
School  than  at  a corresponding  time  last  year,  which  made  it 
unnecessary  to  have  a grade  seated  in  the  corridor,  though  it  is 
still  necessary  to  use  the  corridor  for  a recitation  room  for  di- 
visions from  the  two  upper  rooms,  which  are  crowded  with  two 
grades  in  a room.  The  fifth  grade  from  Oxford  has  been  cared 
for  at  the  Old  High  School  building.  While  this  arrangement 
is  satisfactory  from  a school  point  of  view,  it  is  very  unwise 
from  the  financial  side,  since  besides  the  salary  of  the  teacher 
it  costs  approximately  three  hundred  dollars  to  get  the  pupils 
of  this  school  back  and  forth  from  their  homes. 

At  the  Washington  Street  School,  in  the  six  rooms,  there 
were  18  fewer  enrolled,  an  average  decrease  of  three  to  a room  ; 
while  at  the  Rogers  School  in  eight  rooms  there  were  thirteen 
fewer,  a decrease  of  about  one  and  one-half  pupils  per  room,  re- 
ductions which  in  both  cases  were  scarcely  noticeable.  During 
the  fall  term  the  number  of  pupils  in  all  the  rooms  formerly 
occupied  has  been  normal  and  reasonable,  except  in  the  case 
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of  a much  crowded  third  and  fourth  grade  room  at  Oxford, 
which  has  had  fifty  pupils  enrolled ; and  the  room  at  the  Rogers 
School,  two  eighth  grades  were  combined  with  an  enrollment 
of  fifty-five,  in  which  case  one  of  the  teachers  conducts  the 
recitations  of  one  division  in  the  Assembly  hall.  At  New  Boston, 
however,  the  reduction  in  numbers,  caused  either  by  removal  or 
attendance  upon  private  schools,  was  greater  than  was  antici- 
pated, and  when  the  number  dwindled  to  fourteen,  and  another 
position  was  made  available  for  the  teacher,  the  closing  of  this 
school  for  the  balance  of  the  school  year,  ending  in  June,  or 
until  there  is  a possibility  of  a larger  enrollment  seems  inevita- 
ble. The  difference  between  the  cost  of  transporting  the  pres- 
ent number  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  school  is  from  four 
hundred  to  four  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  year.  The  policy  of 
maintaining  a school  at  New  Boston  will,  of  course,  depend 
largely  upon  whether  or  not  there  are  sufficient  children  in  this 
section  to  make  a school  of  sufficient  size  to  be  maintained  at 
a reasonable  cost.  With  fifteen  or  twenty  children  in  four  or 
five  different  grades,  there  is  no  additional  expense  in  trans- 
ferring these  children  except  for  car  tickets,  which  would,  in 
the  case  of  twenty  pupils  be  less  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
while  the  expense  of  the  school  is  nearly  six  hundred  dollars. 

The  small  class  entering  the  high  school  in  September, 
together  with  the  fact  that  the  largest  class  in  the  history  of 
the  school — twenty-four — graduated  in  June,  plus  the  losses 
from  natural  causes,  makes  the  high  school  enrollment  for  the 
fall  term  slightly  less  than  during  the  past  year.  The  total  en- 
rollment for  the  fall  term  in  all  the  schools  is  885,  eighty-six 
fewer  than  during  the  past  year,  which  is  a decrease  of  approxi- 
mately three  and  one-half  pupils  per  class. 

From  the  present  data  and  indications  it  will  be  possible,  by 
some  re-combinations  of  grades,  unsatisfactory  though  it  may 
be,  to  care  for  all  the  children  from  the  north  section  in  the 
Oxford  building,  and  at  the  Old  High  School.  Although  but 
one  (1)  grade,  the  eighth,  leaves  the  Rogers  School,  and  two 
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(2)  third  grades  are  promoted  from  the  Annex,  it  is  reasona- 
bly certain  that  here  also,  by  placing  parts  of  two  different 
grades  in  a room,  fotir  classes  may  be  cared  for  in  three  rooms 
with  three  teachers,  instead  of  being  obliged  to  employ  an  ad- 
ditional teacher. 

The  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  at  the  Rogers  School 
which  was  ordered  replaced  by  the  State  police,  and  for  which 
the  town  appropriated  three  thousand  dollars,  was  installed 
during  the  summer,  by  the  firm  of  English  & Flett,  heating  and 
ventilating  engineers,  for  the  contract  price  of  $3,069.00,  tlie 
lowest  of  the  competitive  bids.  For  the  first  time  in  a number 
of  years  has  it  been  possible  adequately  to  heat  this  building  or 
to  feel  sure  that  the  whole  plant  would  not  break  down  in  the 
middle  of  the  school  year.  It  is  possible  to  report  that  this 
new  plant  is  working  efiectively  and  satisfactorily.  It  will  be 
seen  by  the  financial  statement  that  the  excess  of  the  contract 
price  over  the  appropriation  ($69)  was  transferred  to  the  cur- 
rent repair  account. 

The  expenditure  for  ordinary  repairs  was  largely  augmented 
by  the  very  serious  and  difficult  task  of  locating  and  clearing 
the  Rogers  School  sewer.  This  problem  was  serious  because 
of  the  lack  of  any  information  as  to  the  location  or  direction 
of  the  sewer  as  well  as  on  account  of  its  great  depth,  it  being 
some  seven  or  eight  feet  under  ground,  and  terminating  di- 
rectly under  one  of  the  street  elms. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  organization  and  previous 
plans  and  policies  have  been  continued  and  developed  along 
the  same  lines.  The  schools  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
begin  the  present  year  with  only  five  new  teachers,  and  only 
two  have  left  thus  far  during  the  year. 

Legislative  acts  of  1908  have  made  it  incumbent  upon  towns 
and  cities  to  undertake  two  new  phases  of  work,  one  of  which 
will  involve  no  expense,  and  the  second  of  which  may  or  may 
not.  First,  through  the  universal  attention  which  is  being  paid 
relative  to  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,  the 
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state  boards  of  health  and  of  education  have  co-operated  and 
agreed  upon  a plan  which  makes  incumbent  upon  the  schools 
of  every  town  and  city  to  teach  something  of  the  nature, 
causes  and  methods  of  preventing  the  spread  of  tuberculosis. 
This  can  easily  be  done  without  further  expense ; first,  by 
arousing  the  interest  of  the  teachers  in  this  work  by  means  of 
talks  by  the  school  inspector,  through  circulars  and  pamphlets 
issued  by  the  state  boards  of  health  and  education.  This  has 
been  done  in  Fairhaven.  Second,  by  teaching  all  the  pupils, 
as  a regular  part  of  their  course  in  physiology,  the  necessary 
facts  and  conditions  relative  to  this  subject. 

The  second  act  is  relative  to  the  commission  on  industrial 
education.  The  gist  of  the  subject  is  found  in  Chapter  572, 
Section  4.  ‘‘Any  resident  of  Massachusetts  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commission  on  industrial  education,  attend  an 
independent  industrial  school  as  provided  for  in  this  act^ 
located  in  any  city  or  town  other  than  that  in  which  he  resides, 
provided  there  is  no  such  school  supported  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides,  upon  payment  by  the 
city  or  town  of  his  residence  of  such  tuition  fee  as  may  be  fixed 
by  said  commission ; and  the  commonwealth  shall  repay  to  any 
city  or  town  one-half  of  all  such  payments.”  Already  one 
pupil  from  Fairhaven  has  taken  advantage  of  this  legislation 
and  is  now  attending  the  recently  established  industrial  even- 
ing school  in  New  Bedford. 

This  legislation  introduces  that  topic  which  has  been  so 
enthusiastically  and  variously  discussed  in  Massachusetts  and 
the  nation  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  relative  to  the 
so-called  industrial  education,  but  concerning  which  there  is 
probably  as  little  agreement  as  may  be  expected  because  of 
the  various  points  of  view  of  the  opposing  forces.  It  is  agreed 
by  everyone  that  the  final  purpose  of  all  education,  whether  it 
be  in  the  home,  in  the  school,  or  in  the  shop,  is  first,  to  develop 
the  ability  to  get  a living;  and  second,  to  prepare  children  to 
do  their  share  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  world.  As 
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parents  we  naturally  think  of  the  first  aim.  The  second  is  the  J 

view  point  of  the  employer  who  wants  salesmen,  bookkeepers, 
factory  workers,  building  laborers  and  agricultural  laborers. 

A careful  student  of  both  sides  of  this  problem  points  out  that 
the  linmediate  purpose  of  the  public  schools  has  never  been  i 

directed  towards  the  final  ends  of  education,  and  has  pointed  ' 

out  that  the  schools  of  New  England  were  not  founded  nor 
have  they  been  maintained  to  fit  directly  for  getting  a living,  ; 

nor  have  they  had  in  mind  the  various  forms  of  business  and 
technical  trades.  The  following  paragraphs  written  by  Secre- 
tary Martin  summarize  the  general  aims  of  the  public  schools  i 

in  the  past  years  in  this  country : 

“Their  function  has  been  a broader  and  more  fundamental 
one.  The  people  have  reasoned  that  underneath  all  forms  of  ■ 

productive  labor  there  must  be  a foundation  of  general 
intelligence  such  as  schools  properly  taught  and  administered 
might  furnish.  They  tliouglit  that  special  intelligence  and 
special  skill  must  have  appropriate  soil  to  grow  in,  and  that 
they  must  be  rooted  deep  in  trained  powers  of  mind,  powers  of 
observation  and  of  thouglit,  of  analysis  and  reasoning,  and  that  ^ 

the  studying  and  discipline  of  schools  tended  to  supply  and  ' 

enrich  this  soil.”  | 

“They  believed  . . . that  opportunities  for  acquiring  knowledge 
should  be  offered ; that  the  knowledge  should  be  varied  in  ] 

form,  dealing  with  the  world  of  things  and  the  world  of  men,  ; 

so  that  the  young  might  acquire  breadth  of  view,  that  their  , 

horizons  of  thought  might  be  extended,  so  that  they  might  be 
able  to  bring  to  the  solutions  of  the  problems  of  their  own  daily 
life  a wisdom  drawn  from  knowledge  wider  than  their  own 
experience  could  supply.” 

For  two  centuries  and  more  this  has  been  the  end  and 
purpose  of  public  schools,  and  this  doctrine  is  condensed  by 
Horace  Mann  in  an  address  on  the  “Effect  of  Education  on  the 
Worldly  Functions  or  Estates  of  Men,”  in  which  he  affirms  that 


pencil  is  the  great  money  maker,  not  by  extortion  but  l)y 
production.” 

The  results  of  free  public  education  in  New  England  and  in 
the  states  which  have  imitated  New  England  have  been  far 
reaching  and  influential,  not  only  in  developing  men  and 
women,  but  through  them  in  making  the  material  and  industrial 
progress  of  the  country  great.  The  present  agitation  for 
industrial  education  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  training  in 
domestic  economy,  in  craftsmanship  and  in  agriculture,  and  in 
mechanical  pursuits  which  was  obtained  in  the  recent  past 
either  in  the  home,  on  the  farm,  or  under  the  apprentice  system, 
is  no  longer  obtainable  in  the  same  manner.  Hence  we  have 
the  increasing  demand  for  the  public  either  through  its  present 
school  system  or  through  independent  industrial  schools,  to 
provide  opportunities  for  developing  skill  and  knowledge  in  a 
variety  of  technical  and  mechanical,  domestic  and  agricultural 
trades  which  in  their  various  forms  may  come  under  the  general 
term  industrial  training.  While  it  is  true  that  this  field  of 
training  is  bound  to  be  shifted  upon  the  public  through  definite- 
ly organized  courses  either  in  connection  with  the  present 
school  system  or  on  an  independent  basis,  there  seems  to  be 
danger  that  in  the  extreme  enthusiasm  of  the  exponents  of  the 
so-called  industrial  education  we  may  be  carried  away  from  that 
type  of  education  which  has  by  reason  of  its  breadth  and  wide- 
ness of  outlook  aimed  at  the  broader  development  of  men  and 
women  who  were  not  only  able  to  make  their  own  immediate 
living,  but  also  able  to  promote  and  develop  great  industries, 
and  dream  the  dreams  that  have  made  for  the  wonderful 
advancement  of  this  country,  and  lay  the  solid  foundation  so 
firmly  that  this  country  has  been  enabled  to  withstand  not  only 
the  shocks  of  revolution,  but  go  steadily  and  safely  through 
financial,  industrial  and  social  crises.  There  seems  to  us  to  be 
a tendency  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  advocates  of  industrial 
education  to  decry  and  belittle  the  past  type  of  education  and 
its  results  in  order  to  make  more  clear,  more  emphatic,  the  very 
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just  demands  of  this  newer  type  of  education  which  must  more 
and  more  be  done  through  some  organized  public  elfort  and 
support. 

Industrial  education  is  the  latest  panacea  held  out  as  a remedy 
for  many  of  the  difficulties  presented  in  our  social,  industrial, 
as  well  as  intellectual  life,  but  the  fact  remains  that  too  many 
are  trying  to  achieve  and  mount  to  the  heights  of  success 
and  power  by  means  of  external  aids  furnished  at  public 
expense  rather  than  by  patient  preparation  and  personal  effort 
and  toil,  developing  the  powers  within  which  will  be  sure 
to  enable  the  man  not  only  to  go  alone,  but  to  tackle  and  solve 
the  tough  problem  wherever  he  may  meet  it. 

In  other  words,  it  seems  unfair  to  hold  out  commercial 
courses,  manual  training,  domestic  science,  or  general  industrial 
courses  as  an  open  door  to  success,  or  a way  of  escape  for 
those  pupils  who,  while  ambitious  for  the  prizes  of  success,  are 
unwilling  to  give  the  same  kind  of  effort  that  has  ever  been  the 
foundation  of  success,  and  which  is  typified  in  its  highest  form 
in  the  experience  of  Lincoln  in  civic  life,  and  of  Edison  in  the 
field  of  science.  As  soon  as  these  newer  phases  of  education 
may  be  thought  through  and  the  air  cleared,  it  is  inevitable 
that  the  aims  and  purposes  of  public  school  education  must  be 
made  to  do  more  than  promote  the  general  intelligence  of  the 
youth,  but  must  be  responsible  for  a large  part  of  the  technical 
and  industrial  skill  of  those  who  are  preparing  for  life ; and 
perhaps  what  is  of  more  importance  just  at  present  in  our 
urban  life,  stimulate  a deeper  knowledge  and  sense  of  civic 
obligation  and  morality.
